BURLINGTON - Bucking the 
regional trend of hospital closings 
and nursing shortages, Lahey 
Clinic is adding 19 beds this week 
and has recruited nearly 100 new 
nurses during the past year as part 
of a concentrated effort to better 
meet the needs of its patients and 
help address the area’s ER diver- 
sion crisis. The Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health has 
been working closely with Lahey 
to support the opening of the addi- 
tional beds. 

“It is our sincere hope that 


Lahey’s expansion will mark the designa’ 


beginning of a new trend for Mas- 
sachusetts hospitals,” says Lahey 
CEO, David M. Barrett, MD, not- 
ing that the number of hospital 
beds in Massachusetts has declined 
by 30 percent in the past decade, 
from more than 23,000 to less than 
16,000. 

“Every hospital emergency de- 
partment is dealing with reduced 


bed capacity, which has contrib- 
uted to the area’s present ER di- 
version crisis,” says Malcolm A. 
Creighton, MD, who heads Lahey’s 
Emergency MedicineDepartment. 
“Hospitals can't admit patients if 
there are no staffed beds to put 
them in. The addition of beds at 
Lahey will help us meet the needs 
of many patients we might other- 
wise have to turn away.

Unanswered questions remain about “contract zoning” 


: r am writing to express my 
gneerns regarding the Mega Mall 
Yeing proposed for South 
‘Rewksbury and alsoto apprise both 
ypu and the public about some 
great undisclosed information. 

ere has been plenty written about 
this concept both for and against in 
thenewspapers and ontheinternet. 
Ils obvious that the local and vocal 

position to this massive project 
is large and growing, which in turn 
has forced the proposed developer 
ahd our elected officials to take a 
breather before a re-zoning article 
ig put in front of Town meeting for 
a’vote. 

This proposal to rezone the 
Perkins land came together very 
fast without any consideration to 
obtain direct public input. In short 
it was on a fast track for a Town 
Meeting vote in May. The zoning 
amendment was reportedly signed 
by Sutton Brook Redevelopment 
LLC and 10 Tewksbury residents, 
including Town Manager David 
Cressman and Schoo! Committee 
Chairman Scott Consaul: There was 
no attempt to obtain public input 
before this agreement was signed, 
Remember the Livingston Street 
Land Swap. 


The question arises every time 
how does something of this magni- 
tude, which will impact our lives 
forever, get to this point without a 
public hearing in front of the 
citizen's of Tewksbury? We all 
know that Town Meeting is not the 
right venue to make an informed 
decision on the merits of such a 
complex proposal, as discussion 
time is severely limited. Maybe if 
our elected and appointed officials 
were really trying to fulfill their 
duties to serve the common good of 
the Town versus the special inter- 
ests, I may have had more of an 
open mind to this proposal. 

My quick research through offi- 
cial public records and newspa- 
pers indicates that Charles Mad- 
den Jr. the principal in Gator De- 
velopment is also the principal in 
Gator Hood LLC. Gator Hood was 
the company who contracted with 
the City of Melrose to dump be- 
tween 300,000 and 1,000,000 tons of 
“Big Dig” dirt on Mount Hood Golf 
Course. Madden is the son of a 
senior executive at Modern Conti- 
nental, which is the major contrac- 
tor on the Big Dig project. The 
Boston press has referred to this 
debacle as “Mount Melrose” and 


the “Mess in Melrose.” This has 
resulted in significant destruction 
of wetlands and closing of the golf 
course. The Mount Hood Golf 
Course used to generate a profit 
for Melrose, now it’s a major head- 
ache. As a result, Melrose was 
recently forced to issue a $1.7 Mil- 
lion Bond as a Stabilization Fund 
to remediate the extensive prob- 
lems caused by this contract. This 
transaction is being in- 
vestigated by the FBI and the 
Massachusetts Inspector General. 
Our elected and appointed offi- 
cials should have known or in- 
quired about the background of 
this developer before signing on to 
the Zoning Article. How much did 
they know about Gator’s problems 
with the City of Melrose? Is 
Tewksbury the next logical site to 
dump the Big Dig dirt? It’s very 
clear from the agreement that if 
the rezoning amendment was ap- 
proved Sutton Brook LLC would 
allow, for a period of up to 4 years, 
the Town of Tewksbury a right of 
access over the subject parcel from 
193 to the Sutton Brook Disposal 
Area (the Rocco Landfill) forheavy 
trucks and equipment used in the 
remediation of the landfill. 


I know a lot of people want to 
bring final closure to Rocco's Dump 
but this proposal could result in 
millions of tons of unregulated dirt 
dumped 24 hours a day. This would 
be a major nuisance to South 
Tewksbury for which they would 
havenosay. Moreover, why would 
Tewksbury want to approve this 
rezoning before the Master Plan is 
completed? 

Tewksbury taxpayers need to 
know the full story behind these 
proposals. There are a lot of unan- 
swered questions. Who is behind 
Sutton Brook Redevelopment LLC? 
It is not even regi witl the 
Secretary of State. Is the Mega 
Mall project intertwined with the 
capping of Rocco's Dump? If the 
Route % access ramp is approved, 
will the Big Dig dirt dumped in 
Melrose now be transported to cap 
the dump? How many tons of dirt 
will it take to cap Rocco’s and how 
does the Town benefit? We need to 
know all the details of this pro- 
posal before we have another ma- 
jor MESS on our hands in 
Tewksbury.

Information gained from 
a website is doubtful in its accu- 
racy. This is not to say that the 
Internet is not a valuable resource; 
it is. But to assume complete de- 
pendence upon it is to subjugate 
oneself to a simplistic view of tech- 


nology. 

The Wilmington Library is 
staffed with wonderfully dedicated 
and helpful people who know the 
problems with the Internet and 
realize that there is no substitute 
for a solid, physical reference col- 
lection. 

To truly gain appreciation for 
literature, it needs a sense of per- 
manence. Mr. Kavanaugh’s digi- 
tal library contradicts the entire 
idea of a library as a center for 
culture and learning. If he believes 
that libraries should be entirely 
online, I challenge him to find an 


institution better suited to the pro- 
motion of knowledge and culture 
than a physical library. 
Wilmington residents will not deny 
the community a chance at ad- 
vancing itself. The money allo- 
cated toward a new library is a 
necessary step in advancing 
Wilmington as a balanced and edu- 
cated community.

accelerates nor slows the pace of growth in the community, which has 
fluctuated significantly in the past, primarily due to economic condi- 
tions.

The Master Plan seeks to establish 
a framework that will help Wilmington achieve its desired future. 

8. Is the Master Plan legally binding? 

No. the Master Planis not a rigid framework for future development. 
The recommendations are not legally binding. More effort is required 
to discuss, revise, and implement the recommendations. All zoning 
recommendations would need to be debated and voted at Town Meeting. 

of the Master Plan does not imply that future actions 
cannot deviate from the recommendations contained in the document. 
Rather, the Plan represents a set of principles against which future 
decisions must be evaluated.

9. What are Neighborhood Activity Centers? 

Neighborhood Activity Centers (NACs) are a new name for the old 
concept of village centers. They are intended to provide a focus for 
social and economic activity on a small scale at different locations in 
town. They would be pedestrian friendly and include a mix of uses from 


retail stores to offices to townhouses and apart: 


ments. 


10. Can the Master Plan be updated? If so, how and when? 

Yes, the Master Plan can and should be updated. The Master Plan 
should be completely updated at least every 10 years. It should be 
selectively updated on an as-needed basis every two to three years. 
Amendments should be based on changing town conditions, funding 
opportunities, and shifting town values and goals. These should be 
monitored each year by the Master Plan Committee to determine if 
changes have occurred. The Master Plan Committee has the authority 


to prepare and propose 


amendments to the Master Plan. 


11. If I agree with the goals of the Master Plan, but not all the 
recommendations, what should I do? 

You should vote to adopt the Plan. The goals and the vision are the 
most important elements of the Master Plan and should be the basis of 
adoption of the Plan. Adoption validates the work of the Master Plan 
Committee to date. The recommendations describe an array of alterna- 
tives, which are intended to advance the established goals, but more 
effort is required to solidify consensus on specific recommendations. 


We are at the beginning of the process, not the end. 


12. How can I, as a resident, be 


involved? 


The Master Plan Committee usually meets the first Monday of each 
month from 7 to 9 p.m. Meetings are open to the public and there is 
always an opportunity for public comment and questions. The Co-Chairs 
are Scott Garrant and Kevin Brander, Vice Chair is Ken Lifton.

According to Hooper, he’d 
like to see the community 
entertain the idea of moving 
the Town Hall to the Swain 
School on Middlesex Avenue, so 
that it and a new library could 
be close to each other. 

“If somebody can show me 
that this could happen, then I'd 
be more than happy to listen,” 
said Hooper. 

The most animated sequence 
during the debate came when 
the issue of McCoy’s proposed 
five-year building moratorium 
was literally put on the table. 
When asked what action they 
would take to either enact or 
prevent the controversial idea, 
McCoy jumped at the opportu- 
nity and placed on his table a 
thick file of responses that had 
been sent to his home in the 
weeks since he placed a survey 
in local papers. The survey, 
which asked residents whether 
or not they supported or 
opposed the cessation of new 
development in Wilmington for 
possibly five years, generated 
293 responses in favor of the 
idea and 13 against it. 

“We're looking at a 96 percent 
favorability,” touted McCoy. 

McCoy maintained that fur- 
ther new development in 
Wilmington threatens to com- 
pletely build out the community 
within the next ten years and 
strain the town's water supply, 
which, he asserted, is already 
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ge set for town election 


being tapped at its maximum . 
capacity. Such strain, McCoy 
said, could force a hook-up to 
the Massachusetts Water 
Resource Authority (MWRA), 
which could cost as much as $7 
or $8 million. 

“We need to take a breather,” 
said McCoy. 

Critics have asserted that a 
moratorium would adversely 
affect the level of revenue that 
is generated in the community 
by new growth. McCoy coun- 
tered that his moratorium 
would protect current property 
owners who would want to 
expand their development. 

“Out of the $3 million that was 
generated in free cash last 
year, $1.1 million came from 
new growth,” said McCoy, cit- 
ing facts that he says he 
received from Town Assessor 
Skip Moynihan. “Of that $1.1 
million, a third came from 
existing development.” 

McCoy stated that the Annual 
Town Meeting would not be the 
most effective forum for his 
proposal because the event 
could too easily be “stacked” 
with opponents who'd sink his 
idea, Instead, vowed McCoy, he 
plans to take his moratorium to 
a Special Town Meeting on a 
Monday night, during which 
residents will be able to tackle 
that single issue and make up 
their minds. 

Hooper rejected the idea of a 
five-year moratorium and 
asserted that the town is indeed 
growing in a responsible man- 
ner. He maintained that the 
slowing economy will dictate 
the proper pace of growth in 
Wilmington. 

“Growth is what brings dol- 
lars into the town,” said 
Hooper. “It is what keeps the 
town on the move.” 

Hooper asserted that new 
development has been the key 
to the town's ability to keep 
crucial programs operating and 
to hire additional teachers and 
police officers. According to

guys, ranging from 19 to 22 
years old, who are clean-cut 
and stylish in their blue jeans 
and T-shirts.

Hooper, such good fortune 
stands in stark contrast to 
other towns, such as Reading, 
that have enacted moratoriums 
and seen revenues shrink and 
layoffs result. 

Lepore said that an all-out 
moratorium is “not the real 
answer,” but that he would sup- 
port the moratorium, if, as 
McCoy's survey suggested, it 
turns out to be what the people 
of Wilmington want. 

When the debate turned its 
focus to the Master Plan, the 
issue provoked three different 
answers from the candidates. 
All three stated that they had 
read the 220-plus-page docu- 
ment, 

Hooper, who praised the 
efforts of the Master Plan 
Committee and the residents 
who helped craft the document, 
called the proposal a “guide- 
line” to shape the courses of 
such matters in town as traffic, 
Over 55 Housing, education, 
open space and recreation. 

McCoy railed against the 
Master Plan, suggesting that 
its proposals would be costly 
and too ambitious. For 
starters, he revived his argu- 
ment that a hook-up to the 
MWRA would be too much of 
an expense to the community. 
Furthermore, he suggested that 
the document’s numerous pro- 
posals for Over 55 Housing is 
too much to start with. (The 
plan contains 13 proposals for 
such housing, 5 of which will be 
voted upon at the Annual Town 
Meeting on Saturday, April 27.) 

Lepore admitted that he 
struggled in his complete 
understanding of the Master 
Plan, going so far as to hand a 
copy of it to a lawyer, who could 
break down its contents. 
Noting that the document has 
been crafted by lawyers and

developers and other such pro- 
fessionals, Lepore stated that 
he finds it “hard to believe” that 
the Master Plan “corresponds 
with the ideals and beliefs of 
average residents” in 
Wi q 

Affordable Housing, particu- 
larly that for the elderly and 
those age 55 and older, was a 
topic that prompted much 
enthusiasm in the candidates. 
Hooper, in particular, cited that 
the issue has been “important 
to me for a long time.” In 1974, 
Hooper was appointed to the 
Housing Authority, on which he 
served for nine years, eight of 
them as its chairman. One 
accomplishment in that capaci 
ty of which he was proud was 
the securing of state funding 
for the town to build the elderly 
affordable housing that became 
Deming Way. Hooper noted 
that it became more difficult to 
build affordable homes in the 
years that followed because 
certain “concerned citizens” 
organizations opposed such fur- 
ther construction, a position 
which he called “deplorable.” 
At the debate, Hooper recalled 
a failed proposal for elderly 
housing at the location at 
which the Ristuccia Skating 
Rink now stands. 

“There has been no new hous- 
ing in this town since Deming 
Way added 37 units,” said 
Hooper. “We need selective 
building in this town. We need 
to encourage private developers 
to come forward to build hous- 
ing that takes care of our senior 
citizens and families.” 

Lepore stated that the town 
should take some of its proper- 
ty and cooperate with private 
developers who could build 
affordable housing for seniors 
and young couples who are 
struggling to make ends meet 


He also advocated restrictions 
on Over 55 Housing. According 
to the Master Plan, only one 
person in a family must be 55 or 
older if said individuals hope to 
purchase an Over 55 Housing 
Unit. 

“If we're going to build some 
thing and say that it is Over 5 
Housing, then it should be mor 
restricted as to who's going i 
those units,” said Lepore. 

McCoy declared that 
Affordable Housing would fo! 
low his moratorium as 
ond priority” if he were to b 
re-elected as a selectmen.

ett, Cambridge and Somer- 
ville, 

‘win his first term, Bir- 
mingham was appointed 
Ghairman of the Education 
@ommittee, and he drafted 
the Education Reform Act 
passed in 1993. In his sec- 
ond term Birmingham be- 
came Chairman of the.Sen- 
ate Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, controlling the 
State’s purse strings. 

, Then in 1996, in his third 
term, his peers elected Bir- 
mingham State Senate 
President, a position he has 
held to this day. 

This year Birmingham is 
leaving his Chelsea seat 
open to take a shot at mov- 
ing into the Governor's of- 
fice. He has been an active 
player at the heart of State 
government, and few ques- 
tion whether he knows how 
to-do the job. 
>sBut it all depends on 
whether you like what he’s 
done or not. Birmingham 
says his record speaks for 
itself; voters must decide if 
they like what it says. 


Question: Do you sup- 
port the continued incre- 
mental reduction of the 
state income tax as voted 
by. the people of Massachu- 
setts on the 1998 general 
election ballot? Some 
sources report that you 
want to raise the state in- 
come tax rate. 

,, Birmingham: I think it 
is ‘fiscally unwise to try to 


make the biggest tax cut in 
the history of the state in 
the middle of a recession.

have funds for education, 
healthcare and safety. Be- 
fore this cut I was a suj 
porter of what had been the 
biggest tax cut in the 
state’s history. When we 
can afford tax cuts, I sup- 
port them. 


Question: Did you do all 
ou could to fund the Clean 

lections Law, a law 
passed by voters on the 
1998 ballot to provide public 
financing for Mass. candi- 
dates who agree to fund- 
raising and spending re- 
strictions? 

Birmingham: The Sen 
ate has fully funded the 
Clean Elections Law since 
its inception. Last year we 
aly funded and forward 
funded it. If the Senate po- 
sition had become law, 
Clean Elections would have 
been funded. And I voted 
against repeal or substan- 
tial changes, and I rarely 
vote as Senate President 
(the Senate President usu- 
ally votes only to break 
ties). That’s my record. 

Editor's note: But the 
Senate position didn’t win. 
House Speaker Tom Fin- 
neran (D-Mattapan) got his 
way. Only one candidate, 
Tolman, got a fraction of 
what he qualified for under 
Clean Elections. 


Question: You have 
raised around $3 million for 
your campaign, the most of 
any of the candidates for 
Governor, not counting 
Grossman’s hefty self-con- 
tribution. Do you accept 
contributions from lobby- 
ists and political action 
committees (PACs)? And is 
political patronage a neces- 
sary part of the political 
system? 

Birmingham: Profes- 
sionalism should trump pa- 
tronage every time. This is 
a lesson we should learn 
from Massport. I do accept 
contributions from lobby- 
ists and PACs, specifically 
from labor unions. This is a 
good way for working peo- 
ple’ toparticipate in the 
process. 


Question: The state 
budget for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 2002, wasn’t 
finalized until months after 
the July 1, 2001, start of the 
fiscal year. The Massachu- 
setts budget was further 
overdue than all other state 
budgets nationwide and 
was still several hundred 
million dollars under- 
funded. What went wrong? 

Birmingham: The 
budget process was flawed 
this year. One reason for 
the delay was that I in- 
sisted even in these difficult 
times for expansion of edu- 
cation programs, such as 
programs to help students 
in danger of failing the 
MCAS exam (a Mass. pub- 
lic high school graduation 
requirement as of 2003) and 
for senior pharmacy pro- 
grams to help seniors af- 
ford prescription drugs and 
for funding for our afford- 
able housing trust. 

Another part of the rea- 
son for the delay was that I 
proposed new rules to open 
conference committees 
(joint committees of the 
House and Senate that de- 
termine the final versions 
of bills to be sent to the 
Governor) to the public so 
people can see what we're 


doing. There wasn’t agree- 
ment on this, 

But we did all agree on 
one thing: we thought the 
budget was balanced. The 
economy this year has been 
extremely unpredictable. 
Circumstances we couldn't 
have predicted overtook us, 
but, bottom line, we 
wouldn’t have signed a 
budget we didn’t think 
would balance. 


Question: You've worked 
closely with Speaker Fin- 
neran? Do you think he did 
the right thing by getting 


term limits removed so that 
he can literally serve as 
Speaker for life if the House 
wants him to? Have you 
asked the Speaker for his 
support? 

Birmingham: Nobody 
has more disagreements 
with the Speaker than me. 
Sometimes I think he 
should have an “R” after 
his name instead of a “D.” 
We have fundamental dif- 
ferences. And I don’t think 
anyone can point to more 
victories over the Speaker 
than me. For example, I 
got a higher state minimum 
wage over the Speaker's ob- 
jection. 

Editor's note: Although 
Birmingham avoided the 
term limits question, he’s 


been Senate President for 
six years. 
Question: As Governor 


what would you do to bal- 
ance the fiscal 2003 state 
budget, considering the pro- 
fore $2 million to $3 bil- 
ion deficit? 

Birmingham: I would 
delay the state income tax 
roll back, increase the ciga- 
rette tax by 50 cents, which 
would bring in $150 million, 
spend $500 million from the 
$1.5 billion in rainy day 
funds, continue education, 
health and public safety 
funding, and after that in- 
stitute zero based budget- 
ing, meaning making no as- 
sumptions that programs 
will continue to exist. All 
Bre rams must justify their 
‘unding. An example of this 
would be when I was on 
Ways and Means; we 
funded Education Reform 
but cut lottery advertising. 


Question: | What's the 
biggest issue facing Massa- 
chusetts, and what would 
you do about it as Gover- 
nor? 

Birmingham: Education 
is my top priority. I grew 
up in Chelsea in a rented 
triple decker. My parents 
did not f° to college, but 
they worked hard to give us 
opportunities. My brother is 


a firefighter. My sister is a 
school principal. I think 
when we invest in human 
resources, our people, 
we're headed in the right 
direction. I make the com- 
mitment and challenge that 
by the end of my first term 
as Governor, Massachu- 
setts will have the finest 
ublic schools in the United 
tates.

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Harking back to the tenth town meeting 
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still an active subject, and were 
brought up in nearly every 
town meeting. 

A committee of three persons 
was appointed to deal with the 
question. This was not the first 
committee, and still more were 
to come to deal with Mr. 
Varney. Cadwallader Ford, 
Samuel Walker and Benjamin 
Lewis were appointed. 

Cadwallader Ford can be of 
some interest. His home, sup- 
posed to have been built in 1720 
in the Land of Nod, is on Salem 
Street, facing Middlesex 
Avenue. 

Ford was, essentially, a trader 
who perhaps later became an 
attorney. He had the honorific 
of “Esquire” in the years before 
the Revolutionary War. By 1739, 


he had attained a position 
which made him one of the 
more prominent persons in the 
colony. 

The colony had gone through 
two types of currency, “old 
tenor” and “new tenor.” Poth 
were just paper currency and 
were losing value. A group of 
people proposed a new type of 
currency, to be called “man- 
nefactory.” It was based on a 
Land Bank and Manufactory 
scheme, The basis of the 
scheme was that real estate 
would be the security for the 
currency. It was not unlike 
many such schemes proposed 
over the years, none of which 
succeeded. 

Cadwallader Ford was one of 
1,254 men who supported the 
Mannefactory scheme. His 
appointment to the committee 


did not add to its value, in the 
eyes of Mr. Varney. Instead, it 
just added to the fire. He had 
already turned down a proposal 
to accept that kind of currency 
when Ford was appointed to the 
committee. 

The committee was instructed 
to “attend upon ye Cort” and to 
“act in ye Town's behalf.” A 
month later, another town 
meeting added to the commit- 
tee by adding the names of 
Stephen Wesson, Ensign Daniel 
Eames and Joshua Thompson 
(brother of Jeames) to the list 
of members. The committee 
was “Impowered” to “appoint 
or Constatute an Attorney or 
Attorneys to Manage this Case 
to a finall Judgement.” But 
nothing happened. Mr. Varney 
finally disappeared from the 
records. It seems that his

claims were never settled. 

Many years later, State 
Senator Chester Clark stated 
that Mr. Varney went off to 
Boscowan, New Hampshire 
where he was preaching in 
1754. He never appeared in 
Wilmington again. 

John Harnden, who had been 
one of the dissenters, was at 
sort of a low point in his career, 
as far as town government 
goes. He had been a deacon, a 
school teacher, and a select- 
man. In 1741, he was none of 
those. 

On May 19, 1742, the select- 
men appointed Benjamin Lewis 
to be the school teacher. That 
family had been in the area as 
early as 1705, and he was one of 
the three men to serve in the 
committee with Cadwallader 
Ford. But Lewis lasted only a 
year. John Harnden was again 
appointed school teacher in 
1743. He was also elected a dea- 
con. Whatever had been his 
problem, if there was one, was 
gone, 

John Harnden no longer par- 
ticipated in the dissent about 
Mr. Morrill. Not such was the 
case of Lieutenant Benjamin 
Harnden. 

In 1742, the town meeting 
voted 100 pounds, Old Tenor, for 
salary. The amount of the 
salary had been increased 
because of the decreasing value 
of the currency. 

There was but one dissent this 
time. It came from Lieutenant 
Benjamin Harnden, he who 
lived on what is now Main 
Street, near Butters Row, 
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Guess who’s ; 
a grandfather? 
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for perfect timing. He now has 
the same birthday as his father, 
Christian Paul Bolanos, Sr. 
From here on in, March 31 in 
the Bolanos household will be a 
day for grown-up birthday 
cakes and trips to Chuck E. 
Cheese.

Griffin sets to turn program around

‘Three years out of college, most 
20-somethings are focused on their 
jobs, their lives, and in general 
themselves. But first year girl's 
tennis coach Jennifer Griffin has 
spent her time focusing on others. 

A long-time tennis player, and 
acurrent high school teacher, Grif- 
fin decided to combine her two 
interests and has spent the past 
three years coaching high school 
tennis. She began in Chicopee 
(MA), and last year served as an 
assistant under former Wilming- 
ton High coach Pattl Cushing. 

Teaching and coaching are 
similar occupations, and it should 
come as no surprise that Griffin 
has similar reasons for enjoying 
both: Helping others to help them- 
selves.

Griffin was a four-year mem- 
ber of her high school tennis team 
at Merrimack Valley Conference 
powerhouse Andover High School, 
where she played second singles 
her last two years.

She went on to attend the Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts at 
Amherst, where she continued to 
play tennis in intramural leagues. 

Griffin graduated from the 
University of Massachusetts in 1999 
with a teaching degree, and after 
a year spent at Chicopee High 
School, she moved east andis now 
aSpanish teacher at Andover High. 

It was at Chicopee High where 
she first coached high school ten- 
nis, explaining that “teaching is 
something I've always been inter- 
ested in, and teaching and coach- 
ing are similar.”

She said she is still defining, 
and refining, her coachingstyle.

There are two things people should know about handicapped plates: the people that have 
them most likely need them; and those that do not need them will most likely get caught 
and face a large fine and a loss of their driver's license. 

Dr. Steven Evans, director of the Medical Affairs Branch of the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles said, “These are issued to people who find it a necessity; not as a luxury." 

Presently about 15,500 handicapped plates have been issued and about 140,000 handi- 
capped placards have been issued. He also noted that some of the people with the plates or 
placards might not have visible symptoms, 

As an example, a person with Fibromyalgia does not show any systems that can be 
observed by the naked eye. The disease affects the muscles and can be very painful to those 


However, with those amounts of plates and placards there are bound to be some frauds 


"Everyday people come in to apply for the plates," Dr. Evans said. "We deny some appli- 
cants, but if a doctor tells us the person needs the plate we issue it." 

Evans said that Fibromyalgia is a disease, which is often misdiagnosed. Therefore appli- 
cants for plates or placards based on the disease will often be issued a temporary placard 
which would be good for only 24 months. At the end of that period, the doctor has to certify 
that the disease is still present and then a permanent plate or placard is 

According to Evans, the plates are issued to a particular car. The placards are issued to 
a particular person and can be transferred to whatever vehicle the person is riding in.

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In both cases the person 
who has been issued the plate 
or the placard must be either 
driving or riding in the vehicle 
when it is using a handi- 
capped parking space. 

The fine for parking in a 
handicapped space without a 
plate or a placard can range 
from $100 to $300 depending on 
local ordinances. The penalty 
for fraudulent use of a handi- 
capped plate or placard is $500 
and mandatory loss of license 
for 30 days for the first 
offense. A second time offend- 
er will be fined $1,000 and lose 
their license for 60 days. 

Evans said, "(The use of 
the plate) is an access issue 
for people with mobility 
impairments." 

He noted that the first 
plates were issued in 1957 and 
the placard came about 
around 1985. 

"The (early) plates were 
few and far between," Evans 
said. "They were only issued 
to people who had lost a leg or 
had some other similar med- 
ical condition." 

The eligibility standards 
have loosened up since then 
and a person can be issued a 
plate or placard for any one of 
11 reasons. Evans said that an 
applicant might face the loss 
of their driving license if they 
are issued a plate or a placard 
for some of the eligibility 
types.

“A new course being 
offered to students at the 
high school will introduce the 
basic skills and technology 
needed to design a web site 
on the Internet. 

“The cost for 20 students 
is $2,500, Arts Department 
Chairman Lawrence J. 
Bastieri, Jr. told the School 
Committee. ‘The course is in 
web design and e-commerce’ 

“The $2,500 price tag 
includes expenses for the 
Microsoft FrontPage web- 
design software, textbooks 

“Web sites are specific 
computer-accessible loca- 
tions on the Internet. Subject 
matter at these sites ranges 
from information on a wide 
variety of topics, such as 
cancer and rain forests, to e- 
commerce, which is the 
department store-like buying 
and selling of products and 
services. The web site that 
the students will design in 
their course will focus on the 
buying and selling of prod- 
ucts. 


“Eleventh and twelfth 
grade students who have 
completed a course in mar- 
keting will be invited to sign 
up for the web design course 
this spring. Depending upon 
the enrollment numbers and 


available staffing, the course 
may be offered in September. 
It would be a 5-credit elective 
course that can be added to 
the technology component 
for the graduating class of 
2004. 


“During the course, the 
students will be on-line’ said 
Mr. Bastieri, who said that 
many students at the high 
school have shown interest in 
the course. ‘It will expand

“The students in Michelle 
Kurchian’s fifth grade class 
at the Barrows School don’t 
normally have a two-hour 
lesson in geometry,” notes 
the Reading edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.”

the teaching of mathematics, 
During the course, Kurchian 
was one of 16 teachers taking 
part of the program and she 
was videotaped for the 
series, which was funded by 
an Annenberg public broad- 
casting grant. 

“It’s going to be like a 
course for teachers that you 
can use as a video or online; 
Kurchian explained about 
Learning Math. Although she 
was busy studying the best 
way to teach geometry, 
knowing she was being taped 
as well made it a bit more 
difficult to concentrate, 
Kurchian said of the summer 
workshop. ‘It was quite an 
experience. You had to not 
look at the camera as you're 
learning the course.’ 

“Apparently, her video 
teaching skills were a hit 
with WGBH and this fall 
Kurchian was asked if she 
and her students would be 
interested in being filmed in 
their actual classroom set- 
ting for the final installment 
of the series. Kurchian’s 
class was one of three from 
Massachusetts selected for 


“We chose her because 
she had done such a nice job 
coming up with a lesson plan 
and adapting it for the grade 
level of her kids, commented 
WGBH producer John 
Browne, who had reviewed 
the summer course tapes 


before deciding on 
Kurchian....” 

Read, stop, think 
in Winchester: 


“Three years ago, Alison 
Blackwell, a reading special: 
ist at the Lynch School, 
decided to apply a new way 
of teaching children ho 
read,” notes the Winche: 
edition of the “Daily Tim 
Chronicle.” - 

“She gathered 15 
from all levels and began 
first study group. Tod. 
there are over 90 teache’ 
who apply these strategies 

their classrooms. Teacheft 
meet monthly in six gro 
of approximately 15 to dise 
cuss what techniques work 
and which do not. The 
model lessons for each 
read articles and discuss 
them. They also observe 
each other in the classroom 
to assess the strategies’ 
implementation. 

“The new method to teach 
reading is not Blackwell's 
original idea and it’s not 
something completely new. 
‘There is nothing esoteric 
about it all’ Blackwell says. 

“What is new is the 
approach. 

“Blackwell's inspiration 
came from the research 
some scholars had been 
doing in Colorado for the 
Public Education and 
Business Coalition. Year by 
year, the study groups base 
their discussions on books 
written by these scholars: 

‘Mosaic of , Thoughts, 
‘Strategies that Work,’ ‘I 
Read It but I Don’t Get It, 
and ‘Nonfiction Matters,’ 

“These scholars reviewed 
the process that proficient 
readers use to understand 


what they read. A successful 
reader knows when he under- 
stood the text and when he 
needs to go back and pose 
questions to clarify confu- 
sions, says Carol Weir, a 
reading specialist teacher 
that began taking 
Blackwell’s workshop from 
the first year. Now she is in 
her third year and facilitates 
a first-year group. 

“What séems obvious and 
is done unconsciously by 
most proficient readers is 
analyzed and divided by 
these authors into different 
strategies. Some of these 
strategies are making infer- 
ences, synthesizing, visualiz- 
ing, questioning and making 
connections with the text to 
prior knowledge and experi- 
ence.

“Rogers, originally from 
Watertown, joined the 
Wakefield Fire Department 
in 1974, shortly after he left 
the service, where he worked 
with the United States Coast 
Guard. 

“T had decided to join the 
Coast Guard during the 
Vietnam war and then decid- 
ed to become a firefighter. 
I've always had a desire to 
help others and make a dif- 
ference, and I think that 
rings true for all firefighters 
and police _ officers,’ 
explained Rogers. 

“He also added, ‘I saw 
what good things firefighters 
do when I was a child. Back 
in the 1950’s, I witnessed a 
young child get killed and I 
had a real admiration for the 
firefighters who came to 
help: 

“Rogers also shared 
numerous stories about his 
time with the WFD - 
responding to meningitis 
scares and numerous other 


incidents which could luckily 
be classified as ‘close calls’ 

“T think my least favorite 
thing (about working as a 
firefighter) would be those 
cases that didn’t turn out so 
well,’ said Rogers. ‘You never 
really get used to seeing peo- 
ple die - I have a family and 
children, so I could always 
feel for these people. And 
some won't admit to it but I 
think everyone (firefighter, 
police officer, etc.) gets emo- 
tionally involved on some 
level.’ 


“Notably, Rogers also 
joined the Hazardous 
Materials (Haz Mat) 
response team when it was 
first formed in 1990. 


“After over 150 hours of 
training over the course of a 
month, he went on to spend 8 
years working as part of the 
team. 


“So after nearly 30 years 
with the WFD, Rogers decid- 
ed to go into a semi-retire- 
ment, which was effective 
February 1, 2002...”

“Showtime” a tired tale 


MOVIE: “SHOWTIME” 
GRADE: ** 
Review: The comedic 
pairing of Eddie Murphy and 
Robert De Niro is wasted 
here, as the film ends up 
becoming the sort of buddy- 
cop movie it sets out to lam- 


poon. 

Murphy and De Niro play 
actual cops, with Murphy 
playing the showboat charac- 
ter that loves to be in the 
spotlight, while De Niro is 
the stoic, loner type with a 
disdain for most other 
human beings. After an 
encounter between the two is 
caught on tape, producer 
Rene Russo has the bright 
idea that putting the two in a 
reality police show will boost 
ratings. 

The movie has some funny 
moments making fun of 
shows like ‘Cops’, but it even- 
tually falls into the tired 
buddy movie traps, where 
one character hates the 
other but eventually comes

Review: Director Steven 
Spielberg's tale of a lost 
alien and the young boy who 
befriends him is just a rele- 
vant a movie now as it was 
when it was first released 20 
years ago. 

The film has been cleaned 
up in honor of the anniver- 
sary, with John Williams’ 
stellar soundtrack being 
upgraded to digital quality 
sound (reason enough to see 
it again while it is in the- 
aters). The special effects 
are also improved, with the 
wizards at Industrial Light 
and Magic going over the 
film frame by frame to add 
more facial features and 
movements to ET, making 
him even more lifelike. 

Much has been made in 


the media about Spielberg’s 
additions, and subtractions, 
from the film, like taking the 
guns out of agents pursuing 
the children and ET and 
replacing them with walkie 
talkies, but these do little to 
change the overall message 
of the film, that sometimes

Evans said that the plates 
and placards come in either 
permanent or temporary clas- 
sifications. The temporary des- 
ignation is issued to people who 
meet the above listed condi- 
tions but are only affected for a 
period of time from two months 
to 24 months. The Registry con- 
tacts those with the permanent 
designation once every five 
years to update their address 
information. 

"This eliminates people who 
have moved out of state or have 
possed away,” he said. 

The early placards were in a 
card form that was placed on 
the dashboard of the vehicle it 
was being used in. However, 
since 1997 the placard has been 
changed to a design that hangs 
from the rearview mirror and 
contains the name and photo- 
graph of the person it is issued 
too. 

Evans said that some of the 
early recipients of the placards 
were not on computer and the 
holders may not know they 
need new placards. There are 
an estimated 8,000 of these old 
placards still out there and the 
holders should contact the 
Registry at the above address 
or by going to the nearest 
branch office.
